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FROM  THE  MANAGER 

September  was  a  busy  and  productive  month  for  KPFK.  We  were  in  Chicago  with 
KPFA  and  WBAI  covering  (on  the  run)  the  Democratic  Convention.  Unfortunately, 
everyone  had  a  gassy  time.  We  were  most  excited,  however,  by  the  fact  that  this  was 
truly  a  Pacifica  production  and  many  listeners  at  all  three  stations  have  commented 
on  the  network  aspect.  For  most  listeners,  it  was  the  first  time  they  were  aware  of 
the  three  stations,  and  working  together. 

There  are  photographs  on  these  pages  taken  at  the  first  volunteer  programmers' 
meeting.  Approximately  85%  of  the  programs  heard  over  KPFK  are  produced  by 
volunteers  —  individuals  who  have  talents  and  the  desire  to  express.  We  felt  that  a 
meeting  would  broaden  our  individual  perspective  of  KPFK.  We  all  felt  that  the 
meeting  was  a  success  and  additional  meetings  were  decided  upon.  Our  guests 
included  Art  Kunkin  (Editor  and  Publisher  of  the  Los  Angeles  Free  Press)  and  Ron 
Cobb,  whose  Hobbit  drawing  appears  in  this  Folio.  (We  are  especially  grateful  to  Mr. 
Cobb  who,  aside  from  being  an  excellent  and  well  known  cartoonist,  is  a  recognized 
(by  Tolkien)  master  of  Hobbit  art.)  Our  goal  at  the  programmers'  meeting  was  to 
determine  ways  in  which  we  could  improve  programming  at  the  station.  We  believe 
that  we  have  moved  significantly  in  that  direction,  and  that  still  further  improve- 
ments are  on  the  way.

About  The  Artist 

"I  draw  not  beauty,  for  beauty  you  can 
see  all  around  you,  and  it  is  in  all  ways 
apparent  and  pointed  out  to  you.  But 
not  all  look  closely,  with  empathy, 
understanding  at  the  ordinary  people 
standing  adjacent  to  them.  I  want  to. 
And  I  want  you  to.  To  be  WITH  them. 
See  them.  Know  them.  Join  them." 

I  guess  I  have  above  given  you  my 
"message".  Simply  put  it  means  that  I 
am  "deeply  involved  with  humanity  in 
art",  that  I  was  born  in  Hungary, 
studied  in  the  U.S.,  am  the  mother  of 
two  children,  two  chinchillas,  a  chicken, 
a  rabbit  and  a  cat  at  the  moment,  and 
that  I  care. 
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THE  HOBBIT 
We're  all  going  to  have  a  party.  Gandalf  will  bring  the  fireworks  and  everyone  is  invited,  even  the  Sackville-Bagginses.  The  Hobbit 
is  a  children's  book.  Like  all  great  children's  books  it  can  be  read  easily  and  with  pleasure  by  adults.  If  only  it  wasn't  so  "cute"  for 
so  long  at  the  beginning. 

But  the  Hobbits  turn  out  to  be  more  than  small  people  with  furry  feet.  They  have  an  inner  strength  and  courage  and  a 
no-nonsense  way  of  solving  problems  when  it  comes  right  down  to  it.  They  are  the  prototypical  stout  English  yeoman,  the  peasant 
—  and  the  American  average  man.  One's  own  parents  if  we  could  admit  it.  Professor  John  Ronald  Reuel  Tolkien  the  author  is  after 
all  a  Tory,  a  Conservative,  almost  a  John  Bircher  in  his  terribly  academic,  Merton  Professor  of  English  Literature  at  Oxford, 
philological,  British  way. 

In  the  end  it  is  the  Hobbit  who  turns  the  tide,  who  endures.  Men  are  in  the  book  too.  Confused,  distracted,  unable  to  focus  on  the 
danger  from  The  Necromancer  or  to  rise  to  their  greatness  until  it  is  almost  too  late.  Middle  Earth  is  an  age  that  comes  complete 
with  English  class  structure. 

There  are  dwarves,  stout  friends,  delvers  underground  and  keepers  of  hidden  treasure.  The  task  of  the  book  is  to  cooperatively 
take  back  their  treasure  and  their  mountain  from  the  dragon  SMAUG.  Tolkien,  by  the  way,  often  recasts  aspects  of  Industrial 
Technology  in  mythical  terms.  Sauron  is  strangely  reminiscent  of  Edward  Teller.  However  that  may  be,  SMAUG  is  not  smog.  The 
book  was  first  published  in  1938. 

And  what  of  the  Elves?  They  are  tall  and  golden  and  look  like  men.  They  do  not  sleep  and  they  dream  the  ages  away  among  the 
rustling  leaves. 

The  book  is  a  fantasy.  And  Gandalf  is  a  nice  old  man  -  until,  when  you  least  expect  it,  you  suddenly  teeter  on  the  edge  of  a  cliff 
of  flame  that  was  there  all  along  and  you  hear  the  thunder  of  command  from  an  old  man  suddently  grown  tall,  full  of  shadow  and 
ice.  Magic  is  real  and  under  the  sweetness  is  something  hard  and  ancient  and  alien. 

The  Hobbit  is  a  book  of  song;  a  travel  book  a  book  with  many  levels;  a  book  of  breadth  and  strange  vision.  It  is  also  the  best 
possible  introduction  to  that  incredible  masterpiece  of  fantasy:  the  three  volumes  of  The  Lord  Of  The  Rings  —  and  they  are  not 
children's  books  at  all.
